> I've recently seen some "maintenance" type chargers in auto stores. They 
> do 1 A ("maintenance") and 250 mA ("trickle") charge. 

The thing is - lead acid batteries (including Gell-Cells) should be 
constant voltage charged - not constant current. Of course there are 
limits. FOr example you would not use a 50 amp rated charger to charge 

a 4 amp-hour motor cycle battery. SO it is often necessary to use some 
method to limit the max current. But basically you want a constant 

voltage source for lead acid batteries. 


NICADS should be charged using the constant current method. I usually 
use a source voltage at least twice the battery voltage and an appropriate 
resistor to charge at 1/10 the AH rating and charge for 16 hours.

Yes, several, all slightly different, and all labeled FH4. The actual CRT 
looks to be 3 inch diameter, and the compass rose and bezel brings the 
estimated diameter to maybe 6.5 inches. The compass rose position is 
controlled by a gyro connection. Yours is identical to that shown on page 
109, "Bild 14: Peilraum mit FH 4 und CR 100," except the front panel is 
flush. All units, including yours, have the dials/charts and all the knobs 
in the same positions.
